General Grant’s recent interview 


__ with Dr, Fowler is exciting consider- 


able stir. Grant's statement, as pub- 
lished, was ia substance about as fol- 
lows, giving the ianer history of Han- 
cock's famous Order No. 40. It was 
issued when Andrew Johnson was do- 
ing his best to defeat the reconstruc- 
tion laws. The Legislature of Louisi- 
ana passed a law authorizing the issue 
of $4,000,000 of levee bonds, ostensi- 
bly for the levee. They conditioned 
their sale on their bringing to the 
State not less oa xd per cent,.of 
their face. Govern y and 
three commissioners were to place 
the bonds on the market, but they 
soon found out that the bonds would 
not bring more than 40 per cent. To 
avoid the law they invented the plan 
of borrowing money and issuing the 
bonds as collateral. They could bor- 
row about 34 or 35 per cent. of the 
face ot the bonds. General Sheridan 
was then in command of the depart- 
ment of Louisana, and to stop the 
fraud he deposed the Governor and 
the Commissioners. The deposed 
men proposed to pay Reverdy Johu- 
son and another lawyer a large sum, 
$250,000 it was said, to get them re- 
instated. Andrew Johnson was anx- 
ious to have them reinstated. He 
asked Grant, who was Sheridan’s sup- 
eri -to.reappoiat them,.
